and Docks Board decided to close the 

old two acre dock which immediately 
adjoined the Customs House, and to seek 
legislative authority for the rebuilding of 
Butt Bridge. 

To that proposal an amended plan was 

repared, and pu! lished in the Jrish J'imea. 

‘hat plan outlined a scheme under which 
the disused dock would be roofed over as 
an underground garage and Butt Bridge re: 
placed by a Liffey crossing immediately to 
eastward of the Customs Tous. with street 
connections northwards to Amiens strect 
and southwards to Lombard street and 
Westland row. Foreseeing the need for 
means by which cross-river trafiic cou!d be 
diverted from the College Green ‘‘ bottle- 
neck,” the /rish Times gave strong editorial 
support to the amended scheme, and its 
adoption was pressed upon the Port and Docks 
Board by Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues of 
the then Executive Council. 
Board, however. strongly resisted proposals 
which meant the sacrifice of some hundreds of 
feet of berthage, and obtained Parliamentary 
sanction for the rebuilding of Butt Bridge, 
subject to the condition that a ‘‘ transporter ”' 
bridge would be provided about half a mile 
down-river from the Customs House. 

Tne Port Board accordingly proceeded to 
reclaim the old dock, and its suriace and 
surroundings ere now occupied partly by an 
ornamental shrubbery, and mainly by a large 
oper spice which is used as a temporary 
timber yard. 


OLD EUILDINGS 


Lying between that open space and Store 
street are blocks of old buildings which, 
though uneconomic, quite out of date for 
modern aepyeng needs, and _ structurally 
beyond useful repair, are now used for the 
occasional storage of grain and other com- 
modities The area covered by such semi- 
derelict buildings—and by the old dock 
space—is about six Statute acres, and in 
extent far exceeds any centrally situated space 
which might be adapted to the now exigent 
needs fcr street traffic relief.

LATER PROPOSALS 


Since then, two other groups of proposals 
have been made for the transfer of the 
property to the Corporation, under one of 
which the Citizens’ Traffic Association ad- 
vanced an amended scheme for street exten- 
sions and ‘‘roundabout’’ traffic arrange- 
ments. Concurrently the Corporation ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare a scheme for 
the utilisation of the site for a public swim- 
ming baths and a boxing stadium. It is 
understood that the committce’s report on 
that project will soon be presented to the 
Municipal Council. 

Meanwhile, however, pe unexpected con- 
ditions have arisen. The drastic provisions 
of the new traffic and parking by-laws, which 
are to be enforced within the next few wecks, 
have served to demonstrate the urgent need 
for extensive garaging accommodation reason- 
ably convenient to the city’s business centres. 
Faced by restrictions which will limit waiting 
periods to twenty minutes in the whole of 
the area that lies within a radius of about 
half a mile from College Green {except at a 
few small specified parking places) accredited 
representatives of the motoring community 
have declared their view that the combined 
accommodation of existing garages and: of 
officially designated ‘‘ central parks ” will be 
insufficient to provide for even one-half of 
the garaging needs created by the new by-law 
requirements. 


PARKING RESTRICTIONS 


Li 

As one means by which such needs may be 
met, and by which Dublin may be brought 
into line with other cities where “' parking ”’ 
rithts have been restricted, certain concrete 
proposals have been prepared and published 
in brief outline by the Traffic and “' Safety 
First ” Association. Under these proposals 
the city would be provided with three or 
four public garages, so distributed on avail- 
able open spaces. as to serve northern, 
southern and western business areas. The 
actual sites suggested are tlle Customs House 
dock, the disused G.S.R. goods yard at Har- 
court street, and the open space which lies 
between Collins Barracks and the Liffey at 
Kingsbridge. 


"BUS PASSENGERS. 


In framing its proposals, the Association 
has wisely taken account of other street 
transport needs which are not less important 
than the provision of car garaging accom- 
modation. .As will be seen from the accom- 


panying sketch-plan, provision would also 
be made for the housing of long-distance ser- 


vices "buses, the majority of whose passen- | 


gers are now condemned to such waitin 
facilities as are provided by crowded an 
exposed footpaths. Under the new by- 
laws even such brief shelter periods as are 
provided while ’buses wait at D'Olier street, 
Burgh quay and Eaen quay will no longer 
prevail. ‘The new regulations stipulate that 
‘buses may only halt to set down and pick up 
their passengers, 

The scheme outlined by the Association 
accordingly makes provision for the reception 
of "bus passengers, and for the sos róin 
‘buses, as weil as for the parking and “'ser- 
vicing” of other motor vehicles; and—by 
what seems to be a happy combination of 
other conveniences which are indicated on 
plan—for frequent local "bus services which 
would enable both car owners and ‘bus pas- 
sengers to make contacts with the city’s 
business centres. 

As to whether the scheme so outlined 
should assume the nature of a public utility 
service; financed and maintained, like the 
cattle and vegetable markets, by the Cor- 
poration, or be undertaken as a commercial 
enterprise, the Association offers no settled 
opinion. In an explanatory memorandum 
which deals with finance, the Committee— 
basing its estimates on the assumption that 
the average use of the garages would be 
equal to half of their capacity, and that 
other considerable revenues would be forth- 
coming ‘from warehouse rentals and other 
concessions—expresses the opinion that the 
undertaking’s gross: revenues would amount 
to not less than £10,000 annually. 


A CONSTRUCTIVE REMEDY 


By way of appreciation of the Association's 
efforts to find some practical solution of the 
general traffic problems which have been 
allowed to accumulate until a point of virtual 
deadlock has been reached, it is at least fair 
to say that they indicate certain practical 
ways out of a network of difficulties which 
the new by-laws will soon serve to exagge- 
rate, but which they will do nothing to over- 
come. It is legitimate also to express the 
hope that the Port and Docks Board, in 
particular, and the Corporation and other 
parties concerned, in general, will, at all 
events, accord their serious and sympathetic 
attention to a group of proposals which seem 
at once to be practical as solutions for many 
traffic problems, and to offer many obvious 
attractions from the aspect of civic amenity. 
A scheme which would open up a vision of 
‘‘Gandon’s masterpiece’ to railway pas- 
sengers atriving at Amiens street should 


not lightly be turned down.

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MANY INTERESTING 
| APPEALS 
HEAVY JURY LIST 


———_o—_—_ 


F the twenty-one appeals that are 
set down for hearing during the 
Michaelmas Law Sittings, which will 

begin next Monday, one will be of special 
interest to ‘eachers, and one to athletes. The 
former is from the judgment entered in 
favour of Mr. David Courell, national 
teacher, Ballina, President of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation for. 1936-37, 
in his action against Mr. Sean O'Grady. 
T.D., Parliamentary Secretary, claiming 
damages for alleged hbel, - 

The action arose on a letter written b 
Mr. O'Grady. and published in the [ria 
Press and in the Trish Independent of 13th 
February last bearing on a controversy then 
proceeding concerning a demand for the 
restoration uí the national teachers’ salary 
“cuts' Mr. Coureli alleged that the letter 
referred to him and the members of the 
Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, and 
meant that they were ‘‘sympathetic with 
the anti-God campaign of the Government of 
Soviet Russia.”’ 

In the letter, Mr. O'Grady wrote: * Of 
what crime had he (Mr. Courell) found me 
guilty when pronouncing this dread sentence 
upon me? ere it is, for the first time, 
accurately set forth by his Aide-de-Camp, 
Mr. J. D. Sheridan. Editor of the /rish 
School Weekly, in his ‘etter: ‘Mr. O'Grady 
stated that the teachers had not made a case 
for salary restoration which would command 
the support of the general public.’ 

“ That, then, is the charge upon which M. 
Stalin Courell and his Ogpu have found me 
guilty, and passed sentence of political death 
upon me. For that awful ‘crime’ of ex- 
pressing an opirion on the state of public 
feeling, contrary to that of a teacher, [ was 
branded forthwith as Public Enemy No. 1.” 

The action was heard by Mr. Justice 
Hanna, sitting with a jury, and, describing 
the answers returned by the jury to a series 
of questions which had been left to them 
as being rather complicated, the Judge post- 
poned judgment until the matter had | 
argued before him by counsel on both sides. 
Having heard the arguments, he gave judg- 
ment for £206 damages for the plaintiff, with 
the general costs of the action, and judgment 
for Mr. O’Grady in the innuendoes which were 
found in his favour. 

Mr. O’Grady is appealing on the grounds 
that, on the findings of the jury, judgment 
should have been entered for him. Alterna- 
tively, he asks for a new trial of the action. 


ATHLETIC DISPUTE 


The appeal that will engage the attention 
of athletes especially is on behalf of Francis 
J. O’Dea, Captain J. Keenan, Free State 
Army, and Garda Sergeant M. Nevin, the 
president, treasurer, and secretary, respec- 
tively ot the National Athletic and Cycling 
Association of Ireland, and is from a judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy in favour 
of Thomas O’Connor, president, and seven 
other members of the County Dublin Cycling 
Board, The action was brought on behalf of 
the members of the National Athletic and 
Cycling Association, and on behalf of the 
members of the Association’s County Dublin 
Board, against tepresentative officers and 
members of the County Dublin-Wicklow Cycl- 
ing Board of the Association, to assert a 
claim to a sum of £318 odd in the hands of 
the latter Board. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy, having reviewed 
the rules and conditions existing, said that 
he did net think that a cycling club, by 
affiliating itself to the National Athletic and 
Cycling Association, surrendered to the 
athletic groups in that association one iota of 
its former independence. He held that specific 
money was held by the Cycling Board in 
trust for cycling club members, not for 
members of the Association as a whole. 

The grounds of the appeal are:—(1) That 
the judge was wrong in law in holding that 
the several defendants were not su r- 
sonally as well as in a representative capacity ; 
(2) that he was wrong in law and in fact in 
holding (a) that the National Congress is 
not the supreme legislative body of the 
National Athletic and Cycling Association 
(Ireland) ; (b) that the National Congress of 
1936 had no jurisdiction to alter or amend the 
laws and rules of the Association, passed 
in 1934; (c) that the National Congress 
of 1936 had no power to abolish the 
County Dublin-Wicklow Cycling Board; (d) 
that the National Congress of 1956 had not 
effectively abolished the County Dublin- 
Wicklow Cycling Board; (e) that the County 
Dublin-Wicklow Cycling Board disposed of 
the money in dispute with the assent of the 
clubs’ representatives on the Board; Xf) that 
the money in dispute was held in trust for the 
cycling clnbs affiliated in Dublin and Wicklow 
and not for the members of the Association 
asa whole; (g) that the plaintiffs had failed 
to show title to the property in dispute, and 
(h) thgt the defendants are not personally 
answeréble to the plaintiffs. 


An action which followed the arrest of a 
native Irish speaker will come before the 
Supreme Court on an appeal on behalf of 
Tomas O Conghaile (Padraig), Ballynahown, 
Co. Galway, from a judgment of the President 
of the High Court withdrawing from the 
jury his action against Michael B. Wallace, 

istrict Court Clerk, Tully, Inverin, Co. 
Galway; Seoirse MacNiocaill, Galway County 

istrar; and Hubert C. Burke, Governor 
of: Limerick Prison, and directing a verdict 
for all these defendants, with costs. 

It. appeared that O Conghaile and a number 
of other persons had been defendants in an 
equity civil bill brought by Mr. Watlace, and 
Mr. Wallace got a perpetual injunction re- 
straining the defendants from fishing on 
Lake Ballynahown. O Conghaile fished after 
the injunction had been granted, and had 
been committed to prison by the Circuit 
Judge: “He stated that he was a native Irish 
speaker, and that his knowledge of English 
was wholly inadequate for th: proper com- 
prehension of the various notices, orders and 
affidavits served upon him. He alleged that 
the order committing him to prison was bad, 
inasmuch as it did not show jurisdiction. An 
application for a conditional order of 
certioran to have the attachment order an. 
the warrant of his commitment to prison 
juashed was granted by the High Court, and 
the conditional order subsequently was made 
absolute on the ground that the committal 
order was bad on its face, and the High Court 
made an order directing the release of 
O Conghaile from prison. 

O Conghaile afterwards brought an action 
against Mr, Wallace, Seoirse MacNiocaill 
and Mr. Burke for damages for alleged wrong- 
ful arrest and false imprisonment, and the 
President of the High Court, in giving his 
decision, said that the action was taken on 
the strength of a document issned from a 
judicial authority, and, although the docu- 
ment was later set aside, he was not satisfied 
that that justified the plaintiff in seeking to 
recover damages against one who obtained 
the order and others who acted u

AIDING MOTORISTS 


The drama of air-borne freight was illus 
trated the other day by a cable which 
reached” England. — It told of a motoring 
party who were stranded on the fringe of a 
desert, urgently needing tyres and other 
spart-parts. hese, rushed up to London 
from the provinces, were placed immediately 
in an outgoing Empire air-liner, and, within 
a matter of days, as compared with weeks 

surface transport, those stranded 
motorists had received their ‘‘spares’’ and 
were on their way again. 

Another romance ot air speed came when 
the captain of a steamer at a port overseas, 
cabling to London for some engine-room 
parts, explained that he could not resume his 
voyage until those fittings came to hand. 
Here, again. rush work scon put the neces- 
sary parts aboard an outgoing air liner, and 
that steamer was able to leave port with a 
minimum of delay.

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Among modern air-freight loads one gener- 
ally finds a number of articles of a fragile, 
easily-damaged nature, such as wirel 
valves, electrical a tus, and optical 

oods. Escaping the jolting and vibration of 
surface“ transport, articles travel with a 
minimum of risk of damage when consigned 
by air. In the case of wireless valves, for 
instance, whereas they have to de packed in 
special shock-proof containers when sent by 
surfacé routes, it is found that they travel 
quite safely by air even when placed just 
in ordinary cardboard containers. For this 
reason, many thousands of valves are now 
airborne across the continental flying routes. 
And the same applies to articles such as 
wireless sets and loud-speakers; while air 
transport is often entrusted with the carriage 
of valuable paintings, antiques and other 
works of art. : 

After running through a batch of recent 
waybills, an official in the freight department 
of Tmperial Airways explained recently :— 

‘‘Industry is making a growing use of 
modern air-speed in the transport of trade 
samples of all kinda. These may vary from 
cloth goods, and small fittings of various 
kinds, to larger articles, such as a complete 
specimen window-frame. Not long ago, for 
eyample, we rushed out to a point along the 
India route a metal window frame of a new 
kind which was urgently needed as a sample 
in connection with construction work in pro- 
gress on a number of new buildings. 


** TIME-SAVINGS '' 


“The time-savings obtained by sending 
samples by air can be illustrated if one takes 
the case of a firm in England which is in 
correspordence with some client overseas as 
to a new line of goods that may. be in 
production. The time soon arrives when the 
overseas client asks to see a sample of the 
article in question. Weeks might be occupied 
in getting such a sample out by surface tians- 
port, bat it will reach its destination in a 
matter of days if consigned by air, And this 
means that when the client has examined the 
article, and has approved it, an order can 
be dispatched by air mail and the whole 
transaction completed in infinitely less time 
than would have been the case formerly.”’ 

An interesting feature of air-freight trans- 
port lies in its use for the carriage of fashion 
yoods. Models representing the latest styles 
are rushed over by air from Paris to London. 
Hats and frocks illustrating the latest vogue 
are put aboard big Empire-bound air-liners. 
and, within a few days of their despatch from 
London, they are on view in shops and stores 
thousands of miles distant. 

The ‘‘ skyway ” transport is often a boon 
to doctors, surgeons and hospitals. Urgently- 
needed drugs, or a fresh supply of some 
particular vaccines, are rushed for long 
distances over the flying routes; and it some- 
times happens that a patient’s life can be 
saved by the swift arrival of a vital consign- 
ment of this kind. There was a case not long 
ago of a drug needed urgently in a hospital 
Inquiries having shown 
that America was the only place -where 


it could be obtained, a supply was rushed to 
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Officials who deal with livestock sent by air 
report an increasing use of the flying 
for the transport of valuable ma s; 
including many consignments oí dogs. Apart 
from the greater rapidity of an air josrait: 
as compared with surface transport, 
are attended to by the airway staff while 
en route, being feá whenever reguired; and 
it is found that they arrive at their destina- 
tions in much better condition when des 
patched by air, than would be the case if 
they went by any other means. 

Livestock expeits at air-ports have some 
odd snecimens to deal with sometimes. They 
may have lions and tigers travelling to take 
part in circuses. or performing horses, 
monkeys and other animals. One amusing 
story told is of an airway porter who, open- 
ing the door of a freight compartment on the 
artival of a cargo plane, sprang back in alarm 
when something leapt out and clasped it: arms 
round his neck. But alarm turned to 
lauchter when its was found that it was @ 
performing monkey which, during the course 
uf a flight from the Continent to London, had 
managed somehow or other to escape from 
the cage in which it was travelling. . 

Live specimens consigned by air for 
laboratory purposes may vary from locusts 
and mosquitoes to rare kinds of spiders. 


CARGO-PLANES 


No reference to freight transport by air 
would be complete without mentioning the 
wonderful work which is now being accom- 
plished by big weight-carrying cargo-’planes 
in a territory such as Canada. Supplies for 
mines located far from rail-heads or dépéts 
are now carried regularly by air, the big 
machines lifting portions of mining machinery 
arranged in suitable sections, as well as 
supplies of oil-fuel and other articles. Even 
portable buildings, when divided into 
sections, are carried for hundreds f miles 
hy air to be erected at any requis 'd point 
far removed from the nearest town or settle- 
ment. More and more remcte communities 
are beginning to depend for the necessities 
of life upon the regular arrival of big 
“lorries of the air.” 

Loads of valuable furs, from far-distant 
northern stations, are now being air-borne 
to the nearest trading posts. In Russia 
freight-planes are being used to carry fresh 
fruit, vegetables and other articles to miners 
in remote regions where such things would be 
unobtainable if they were not air-borne. And 
in Australia there is a growing use of cargo- 
planes to carry loads fron? rail-heads to 
stations located far out in the bush, 

Yet another important aspect of aerial 
cargo-carrying lies in the co-operation which 
now exists between air and surface transport. 
Steamship companies and railways co-operate 
with airway organisations in quickening the 
despatch of loads. Consignments are carried 
by express train to the nearest air-ports. 
Then, after several stages during which they 
are carried in the holds of air-liners, they 
may be transferred to ocean liners for the 
completion of their journey.

AN INCREASE OF 30,000 


The number of unemployed on the 
registers of the British Ministry of Labour 
Exchanges increased by 30,000 in the month 
prior to Sevtember 13th. This is disclosed 
in returns issued yesterday by the Mini ster 
of Labour. The unemployed total was 
1,359,204, comprising 1,090,967 wholly un- 
employed, 191,737 temporarily stopped, and 
56,500 normally in casual lelelininent, Thee 
were 1,054,809 men, 39,793 boys, 222,905 
women, and 41,697 girls. Against the in- 
crease of 50,000 compared with August 23rd 
was a decrease of 236.000 compared with 
September last year. 

It is provisionally estimated that the 
number of insured persons in employment in 
Great Britain—exvlusive of persons within 
the agricultural scheme—was approximately 
11,099,000. On a comparable basis there 
was a decrease of about 7.000 as compared 
with August 23rd, but an increase of about 
ge as compared with September 21st, 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


The total number of persons on the 
registers of Employment Exchanges in 
Northern Ireland on 13th September was 
made up of 42,409 men, 18,510 women, and 
*,553 juveniles, a total of 64.302, which 
shows a reduction of 1,244 as compared with 
25rd August, 1937. Included in the total are 
5,681 persons who are temporarily stopped, 
or who follow casual employment, 884 persons 
under 16 years of age, and approximately 
22,40 who have been unemployed for less 
than three months.

The competition in the struggle to out-dv 
each other in lavishness of display and 
immensity of. crowd effects is one of the 
vices which affects almost every sig ee 
company: they seem not to be happy 
until they have spent more money, em- 
ployed.a greater number of people, and 
used more gigantic properties than have 
ever been used before. It ig said 
that a producer, mapping a film 
that is likely to cost a million 
dollars to produce, will allocate a 
given amount for a particular immense 
set will invariably expect his scenic de- 
signers to surpass the amount by some 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The 
trade can then yell at the top of its loud 
voice that another ‘‘ super ” film has been 
given the world. 


Art and Money 


Hollywood has, apparently, yet. to learn 
that art is not the creature of financial 
largesse; in no country has art been 
developed on a strictly fiscal basis, 
although it has been assisted everywhere 
by the generosity of discriminating 
patrons. The point lies in discrimina- 
tion rather than in patronage. The 
really amazing thing about the moguls of 
Hollywood is that they have not yet 
realised that sound in the cinema bas 
converted mere spectators into auditors 
also, Maybe they are conscious of the 
fact; but that they believe auditors are 
people who deal only with ledgers and 
balance sheets. 

The super-colossal is the special afflic- 
tion of the musical film; the easiest type 
of film from which to banish mere lavish 
display. It is a) very well to how 
several times to ihe memory of Klorence 
Ziegfeld, but it is also good at times to 
remember his end. There is no type of 
film from which the “ super’’ element 
could so easily be banished as from the 
musical film, because that type of film 
can be most attractive at its most 
intimate. Something might be learned 
about the musical film from the concert 
platform as well as from the musical 
comedy stage, and more from the living 
Ruth Draper than from Ziegfeld’s 
“ Follies.’’ Since Busby Berkeley set 
the fashion with the first “ Gold Diggers ”’ 
in the early days of sound, the studios 
have all imagined it to be essential to 
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Ann Harding and Basil Rathbone in a scene from “ Love from a

Save the Money 


If the film directors really understood 
their public they would know that cinema 
audiences, at least on this side of the 
Atlantic Ocean, have long been weary and 
bored with their ‘‘super’’ and 
‘‘colossal’’ idiocies.

The Thin Man Again 


Everyone who saw the original film of 
“The Thin Man ” will hurry to see its 
sequel, which is at the Capito] Theatre 
under the appropriate title “ After the 
Thin Man.’’ There were thrills and ex- 
citement in. the first film; both will be 
found in magnificent abundance in the 
sequel. 
the Thin Man ” opens just at the point 
where the original story ended; but that 
need not deter people who did not see the 
first film from seeing this one, because it 
is complete and self-explanatory. In the 
present film the comedy element is ex- 
ploited more fully, so that laughter may 
somewhat overshadow the excitement of 
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the chase. William Powell has been 
developing at such a prodigious pace as an 
actor that he might now be called the 
finest all-round actor on the sereen. His 
comedy effects are not dependent upon 
anything external—he is no mere slap- 
stick performer—and the laughter he 
evokes 1s good ‘to hear.

“The Road Back ” 


The seyuel to. “All Quiet on the 
Western Front ” is, if anything, more 
fascinating than the original. In “ The 
Road Back ” Erich Remarque sets out to 
show the blind groping of defeated and 
disillusioned soldiers towards the new 
world which had been promised’ them 
when the war had ended. They returned, 
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not to peace, but to a novel kind of war; 
and it.is this novel kind of war that ‘‘ The 
Road Back ” presents so realistically. 
The film will not explain Germany com- 
pletely, but it will go a long way in that 
direction. It is a film packed with enter- 
tainment—and thought. 

At the Savoy Cinema there is a film 
based upon a story by Agatha Christie, 
treated by the late Frank Vosper. The 
collaboration of two such noted experts 
ought to result in a gripping story pre- 
sented with the utmost effect. As might 
be expected from this collaboration, 
“Love From a Stranger’ is a psycho- 
logical drama rather than a erude murder 
story, with something of the same tech- 
nique as “ Night Must Fall,” Even to 
outline the story would inevitably lessen 
the interest of the film; but it can be said 
that it contains all the ingredients of 
good entertainment. Ann Harding gives 
a splendid performance as the, trapped 
secretary, whose world falls to tragments 
under her eyes, and Basil Rathhone is 
suitably handsome and sinister. He is 
developing a good screen technique, and 
may soon be in the front rank of Holly- 
wood’s- young actors.

and largest horse fairs in Europe, 

' opened here to-day with as fine a collec- 
tion of hunters, troopers, farm horses les 
and half-breds as has been seen at this famous 
fixture for many years 

Prices for hunters ranged from £80 to £290. 
and the demand was exceptionally keen for al] 
classes of horses. 

Tha horse and agricultural show, which is 
held in conjunction with the fair, and which 
is now almost a hundred years old, is also 
one of the best-known agricultural exhibitions 


in this country. This year it attracted 1,350 


exhibitors, which was slightly better than | 


last year. While the entry in the :iade 
hunter classes was somewhat down from last 
year’s figure, which was a record one, it was 
higher than that of the best previous year, 
and the judges remarked on the improved 
quality of the hunters. Young hunter classes 
were also beiter supported than a year ago. 
and here, too, the quality was high. There 
was a number of magnificent weight-carrying 
hunters, and the five-year-old classes con. 
tained some outstanding animals. 

A large farm horse section showed many 
useful horses of the Irish draught type, the 
quality of the mares being above average. 

There was a slight decline in the number 


of cattle, but the other agricultural sections , 


showed an all-round increase. The bull 
classes drew a large entry, and the quality 
of bulls exhibited was described by the 
experts as unusually high. 

A striking feature was the greatly increased 
support for farm and garden sections of the 
agricultural exhibition, which showed an 
increase of 150 entries. 

The judges commented on the greatly im- 
nroved quality of the registered Galway sheep, 
which they attributed to the improvement in 
found: “on stocks which has been developing 
over the last few years. 

An interesting educational exhibit by the 
Galwey County Committee of Agriculture 
showed plant diseases and remedies, cattle and 
poultry foods, fertilisers, and general cultiva- 
tion methods. The display attracted many 
visitors during the day, and three instructors 
from Department of Agriculture explained 
the various exhibrts and their functions.

The recent Achill disaster, among other 
things, has brought home to the Fishery De- 
rtment the urgent necessity of re-awakening 
interest in sea fisheries, said the Rev. Father 
Varley, C.C., at a meeting of about forty 
fishermen at Cleggan, Connemara. 

Mr. Sean Gallagher, Sea Fisheries Associa- 
tion Inspector, said that the Association was 
anxious to know how best the fishermen 
could co-operate in developing the industry. 

Mr. R. King, on behalf of the fishermen, 
said that he had grave doubts that the Asso- 
ciation had any sincerity of purpose in con- 
vening the meeting. The Association was not 
prepared to market mackere! or herrings, the 
principal fish caught in the district, and it 
was, therefore, its duty to equip and train 
fishermen to catch fish that they could 
market. If the Department and the Asso- 
ciation could not make the fishing industry 
mean more than £16 per man engaged they 
could not justify their existence. The gea 
fishery industry in Great Britain returned 
£200 per year per man engaged. If the 
Association believed in the justificaticn of ita 
own existence it would know that the fishin 
industry could be made to pay and woul 
tackle it in all earnestness initea of nibbling

IS ANTIQUATED ” 
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MEATH RATEPAYERS 
WANT RELIEF

NAVAN, Monday. 

A deputation, representing <00 Eoyne arain- 
age 1avepayers, awaited on the Meath County 
Council, asking the Council to put a stay on 
the collection of the Boyne Drainage rates, 
as no work had been done on the Boyne or its 
tributaries forthe past two years, and to ask 
the Council to instruct their collectors to 
cease collecting the maintenance charge pend- 
ing a settlement by legislation They sug- 
gested that, as the Government are owners 
of all the land, the maintenance of the rivers 
should be a State charge. — 

Captain Giles, T.D., said thé these rate- 
payers had a genuine grievance and were 
being charged an unjust rate. They were pay- 
ing ior work that was not done. Had the 
Council power to put a stay on the collection 
of this rate until such time as the work 
was done? 

The Secretary stated in August a letter 
was received from the Department that legis- 
lation was being drafted, and pending that 
it was unnecessary to send a deputation. 

Mr. Kelly, T.D., said that the whole sys- 
tem of drainage all over the country was 
antiquated and a Commission was set up to 
consider the whole matter. He thought that 
the matter should be discussed with the 
Minister to find a way out of the difficulty 
until such time as the legislation was forth- 
coming. 

After further discussion, a resolution, pro- 

sed by Mr. Condon and seconded by Mr. 
laguire, was passed unanimously: "' That, 
owing to the failure of the Boyne Drainage 
Board to carry out the necessary mainten- 
ance of the Boyne drainage, a grave situa- 
tion has arisen which will probably result in 
exposing the Meath County Council to grave 
dangers for losses through flooding, etc., and 
requesting the Minister to institute an im- 
mediate inquiry into the matter.”

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Six Months Wasted 


No outbursts of public excitement have 
attended the close of the building strike. 
It has dragged on too long. Both em- 
ployers and employés, 
relieved that a struggle of attrition which 
has brought neither profit nor credit to 
them is over, but the ordinary citizen has 
taken the news with a calmness which 
shows his contempt for the handling of 
the whole affair. Yet it is the ordinary 
citizen—in particular, the poor citizen— 
who has suffered most from the strike, 
and ought to feel the greatest relief at its 
conclusion. Both contestants, indeed, 
have suffered as well. The strikers have 
been compelled to exist for six months on 
the small funds which their unions could 
allow them, and must have spent, in 
addition, whatever little savings they may 
have possessed. The employers—unless, as 
is more than possible, they were covered 
by insurance against a six months’ 
stoppage—must have lost considerable 
profits Nevertheless, the shock of this 
struggle has been felt most heavily by the 
unhappy slum-dwellers who had hoped 
that they would spend the winter in 
comfortable houses rather than in leaky 
tenement rooms. Can we wonder if their 
hopes have been turned to a dull accept- 
ance of the inevitability of their gloomy 
lot? They had been led by the intensive 
“anti-slum” campaign of last autumn 
and this spring to believe that the public 
conscience had been aroused, and that new 
houses would be built as quickly as 
Dublin’s means should permit. Then came 
the strike. They have seen month after 
month wasted in futile efforts to ‘ reach 
an agreement’’—an agreement which 
three level-headed men could have reached 
within an hour after the serving of 
notices. We doubt if the slum-dwellers 
will put any more faith in the sincerity 
of their fellow-citizens; nor can we be 
surprised if they begin to feel that some- 
thing can be said for the quick, ruthless 
efficiency of Communism or Fascism, The 
proceedings, or lack of proceedings, of the | 
last six months demonstrate beyond 
question the need of a new system to re- 
place the fumbling defiances which go by 
the name of “ strikes’’ and “' negotia- 
tions for settlement.”’ 

Everybody in Dublin has lost as a 
deuale of this six-months’ stupidity. The 
strike is reckoned to have cost £3,000,000 
n hard cash alone; and the burden cf 
this waste has been spread over every 
area and every class.

Blood-Pressure 


Traffic is the life-blood of cities, and 
Dublin is suffering ftom extreme blood- 
pressure. In the circumstances, ‘the 
occasion is favourable to recall a scheme 
which was devised nine years ago, as 
many of our readers will remember, for 
the relief of the blood flow in the central 


arteries, The proposal had three main 


features—(i.) the conversion of the old 
two-acre dock beside the Customs House 
into a great garage; (ii.) the substitution 
of Butt Bridge by a river-crossing beyond 
the Customs House, and (iii.) the exten- 
sion of Amiens street. to the river, so that 
traffic could pass direct across the river, 
and, by a southern thoroughfare, to the 
south-eastern parts of the metropolis, 
without touching the city’s congested 
centre. President Cosgrave in 1928 
favoured the plan, but it was defeated by 
the combined opposition of the Port and 
Docks Board and the Civic Guard chiefs, 
What 
was foretold by the champions of the 
scheme nine years ago has come to pass— 
an intense growth of the congestion at the 
cerebral centre of the capital, resulting in 
those drastic measures which now are 
tormenting motorists and _ pedestrians. 
Part of the scheme remains feasible. 
A correspondent of the Irish Builder 
and Engineer tells how the Traffic and 
Safety First. Association has drawn up 
plans for the conversion of the old dock 
site into a car-park and garage, and the 
site of the dismal grain store into an 
omnibus park and station; and the theme 
is developed and illustrated by ‘‘ Scruta- 


tor ‘’ in our columns to-day. The main 


benefits of such reconstruction are evident. 
In the great square which the grain stores 
now occupy a 'bus station for 100 vehicles 
could be formed. with parcels dépét, shops 
and a spacious covered waiting platform— 
giving passengers comfort which they lack 
at present on the scanty pavements where 
they scramble for places in the home-going 
vehicles. The extension of Amiens street, 
would bound the eastern side of this 
square, with the waiting platform along 
the "bus route. On the other side of the 
new street, on the elongated site of the 
old dock, the new car-park would cover 
five acres. It would have two floors, and 
would accommodate up to 600 private 
cars. 

By the two features of the scheme the 
city’s centre would be relieved of some 700 
vehicles, and a clearing-place for transport 
would be established, to the great con- 
venience of many thousand travellers 
every day. It may be asked how would 
the multitudes who arrived in the city at 
this base make their way to the business 
centre. The answer is that a constant 
service of penny 'buses would connect this 


‘base with the city’s heart, and, if a new 


bridge comes to be built later on to the 
east of the Customs House, this minor 
stream of traffic would be reduced further 
in volume, The devisers of the scheme 
consider that it ought to be taken up by 
the State and Corporation “as a public 
utility. They add-that it would pay for 
itself if it were approved by the authori- 
ties and undertaken privately. Shop rents, 
small fees to omnibuses and a tariff of one 
penny an huur for the parking of private 
cars would bring in a minimum revenue 
of £9,000 to £10,000 per annum. In some 
countries the excogitation of such a pro- 
posal would not be left to private persons ; 
but it is sadly true that public-spirited 
persons here are apt to be obstructed and 
penalised by the rejection of their work, 
apparently through small-minded. official 
jealousy Instead of official gratitude we 
have seen official persecution. We wish 
a happier fate to the present plan than was 
suffered by its forerunner.

Heels over Head 


The couturiers of Paris now are issuing 
their autumn prospectuses and _ deter. 
mining without fear of opposition just 
how the ladies will dress. “To the male 
almost 100 per cent. of their inspirations 
and advice seems to be based upon a 
conviction that the female is mad. and, 
‘while we have no desire to embroil our 
selves in a controversy which easily might 
become fatal, still we must admit that the 
promise of a’shoe hat tempted us for a 
moment to go out and fight. According to 
a reliable observer, the more distingué 
houses were stringing together hats that 
took the form of shoes—shoes with heels 
and soles and laces, and, indeed, every 
single thing tnuat a shoe ought to have. 
These shoe hats were to be put on the 
head, and worn there as hats. It is laugh- 
able, we know, but such was the exact 
nature of the threat. Women were going 
to wear shoes on their heads. After the 
first second, when the whole world went 
black, we realised that such a thing could 
not be; that there -was no justification, 
provocaticn or conceivable reason for 
wearing shoes on the head, and that 
in the course of time honesty and 
decency would triumph; but now we 
see shoe hats advertised in a cross- 
Channel contemporary. There is no 
vxaggeration here, no idle striving for a 
flashy effect. Shoe hats have been adver- 
tised in a cross-Channel contemporary ;

same publication. The shoes are not quite 
recognisable at first; but quickly they 
materialise until one can see the toe hang- 
ing over the face, the heel rising sharply 
into the air from the centre of the skull, 
sad a pair of laces which swing between 
the eyes. We can say honestly that they 
make no appeal to us. Given a long- 
sleeved jersey it is possible to clothe one's 
torso in a long-sleeved jersey; or, by in- 
verting the garment and forcing the feet 
through the arm-holes, roughly to make a 
pair of trousers.

China’s Defence 


It is no surprise to military people that 
the Chinese armies have put up a resist- 
ance to the Japanese that has yiven 4 
shock to the Government of Tokio, It is 
known that (hina has an army of nearly 
nine hundred thousand men under arnis, 
and of this a very considerable number 
have been most careiully trained by 
Gerinan instructors, while they are fairly 
well equipped with clothing and arms, 
carrying better rifles than the Japanese 
soldier, with more and better machine- 
guns per unit. Their entrenchment work 
has been uniformly good, this being due 
to the German teachers, while the staff 
work up to the present has been very 
much better than expected. If China had 
been as well provided with heavy guns 
and aeroplanes as Japan she might have 
been able to hold her own, but it is a 
lack of these things that may give Japan 
the advantage in the present strugyle 


Germany s Ideal Roads 


Now that the delegation which has been 
paying a visit to Germany to inspect the 
new motor roads has returned home it 
seems that a majority of its members are 
of the opinion that something of the kind 
could be provided for this country. On 
the new German roads motor coaches 
travel at sixty-five miles per hour” yet the 
accidents are only one-sixth of those 
taking place on the ordinary roads. The 
roads are so arranged that the worst that 
can happen is that one car may run into 
the back of another. A sa‘ety factor is 
that in some places there is no cross-road 
for scores of miles. Some of the delegates 
suggest that at least one experimental 
road on the German model might be con 
structed with a view to avoiding the big 
centres. Feeder roads could lead into the 
main road at an angle which would make 
collision improbable. Such a road might 
be of great value in case of national nee:l. 
The German motor roads have possibly 
been built for strategic purposes, just as 
several roads converging on Belgium were 
built before the Great War. 


A Firebrand 


Subhy Bey Khadra, who has been 
arrested by the Palestine Government as 
one of the ringleaders in the disorders 
recently prevailing, is regarded as perans 
the most sinister figure in Arab politics 
in Palestine. He is known -as- En Nar 
Bahri, or the firebrand of the north, 
among the extremists. A middle-aged 
man of rather unimpressive avpezrance, 
he is more of the peasant type than other 
Arab leaders, and of more value to the 
extremists as a thorn in the flesh of 
authority, rather than a _ constructive 
organiser. The point about his arrest is 
that it will remove a leader who is 
regarded by the impressionable as a 
remarkable figure. 


The Duke for America 


The visits to be made by the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor to Germany and to 
the United States will be of a private 
nature, since the Duke no longer has an 
official position, except as a son of George 
V. It is not unlikely that he will receive 
a popular welcome wherever he may go, 
but it is most improbable that he will be 
given official receptions either in Berlin 
or in Washington, though it is possible 
that he may be received by many 
important people, including President 
Roosevelt and Herr Hitler. it is scarcely 
surprising that the intimation that the 
Duke and Duchess are to visit the United 
States has aroused tremendous interest 
there, and the newspapers to-day were full 
of rumours concerning the visit, and the 
different places where the Duke and 
Duchess will stay. The Duke, personally, 
was very popular during his former visits 
to the United States in 1919 and 1934. 


Imperial Deleace Plans

TORPEDO MISSES ITS MARK 


_A torpedo fired at the destroyer missed its mark, and the 
Basilisk retaliated by dropping a depth charge. The result of this 


action is not yet known. 


The Basilisk, which was on anti-piracy patrol, had detected 
the presence of the submarine in the vicinity just before the attack. 


The Basilisk, whose tonnage is 1,360, is attached to the 4th 


Flotilla, Home Fleet. 
launched in 1930. 


She carries four 4.7-inch guns, and was 
She is under the command of Commander E.

ANTI-PIRACY PATROL DRAMA

A Havas Agency despatch from 
Valencia states that the semaphore 
station at Cape San Antonio reported 
the incident. The station declared 
that a little before 10 a.m. watchers 
noticed the presence of two British 
destroyers some 25 miles east of Cape 
San Antonio, proceeding in a north- 
east direction. The destroyers were 
observed suddenly to increase their 
speed. 

“‘ Immediately after,” the station 
reported, “: the sound of three heavy 
explosions was heard. 

‘Continuing at the same specd, 
the ships performed various evolu- 
tions, the one moving in the cpposite 
direction to the other. At the same 
time they droppel depth charges.”

THE ATTACK 


A Valencia telegram to the Spanish 
Press Agenc? received by RBeuter in 
London, states that the attack took place 
about 25 miles off the coast. Two 
destroyers were steaming in the vicinity, 
and one of them was attacked. Five more 
warships came to assistance and the ships 
divided into two groups of four and three, 
the first group scouring the sea about 20 
miles east of the Cape and the second 
sailing along the coast in a south-easterlyv 
direction. ‘lwo flying boats co-operated 
in the search. 

From information received in official 


quarters in Gibraltar, it is gathered that 
ri.M. destroyer Basilisk was attacked on 
the high seas in the Mediterranean yester- 
day by an unknown submarine, which 
quickly submerged. The Basilisk imme 
diately took: retaliatory action. but the 
fate of the submarine is not yet known. 
The attack 1s the first to be reported 
since the Nyon agreement was reached, 
and the British and French navies 
began to patrol] the main shipping 
routes in the Mediterranean. 

Both in London and Paris satisfaction 
had been expressed that since the signing 
of the Nyon agreement there had been no 
attacks upon peaceful shipping in the 
Mediterranean. 

The last time there was an attack by 
an unknown submarine was nearly a 
month ago, when a torpedo was fired at, 
but missed, the British tanker Harpa. 


OTHER INCIDENTS 


There was a similar incident on Septem- 
ber 1, when a torpedo was fired at the 
destroyer Havock by an unknown sub- 
marine. The Hayock counter-attacked 
with depth charges. This was before the 
anti-piracy patrol was instituted. 

Other incidents in the Mediterranean in 
which British warships have been involved

February 2—Three bombs dropped near 
the Royal Oak at Gibraltar.

August 11—Destroyer Foxhound shelled 
by insurgent minelayer. 

September 17—<Aeroplanes dropped 
bombs near H.M.S. Fearless on patrol on 
the north coast of Spain.

MEN RETURN TO 
WORK ON THURSDAY 


DESERVED TRIBUTE TO 
MR. LEMASS.

A S foreshadowed in the “' Ivish 

Times '' yesterday, the ballot of 
the men involved to the number of, 
roughly, 11.000 resulted in a strong 
majority in favour of a return to work 
in the Dublin building trade, after a 
strike which began on April Ist of 
this year. 


FIVE TO ONE 


Thus ends one of the most protracted 

and costly building disputes in the history 
of the country. The majority in favour 
of the acceptance of the terms submitted 
to the men as a result of Department of 
Industry and Commerce conferences was 
in the ratio of five to one. The official 
returns for the different unions involved” 
seventeen jn all—were received yesterday 
hy the Building Trades Group of the 
Dublin Trades Council, and the result, 
detailed figures of which were not dis- 
closed, was conveyed by the Negotiating 
Committee to Mr, Lemass, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, who informed the 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
of the decision to resume. 
It has been estimated that the strike 
has cost the city and county in the 
neighbourhood of three million pounds. 
The settlement, which brings improved 
rates of wages and conditions to the 
workers, is welcomed in business circles; 
for the effect on city trade had been severe, 
and many traders had been called on to 
shoulder a heavy load of credit during the 
last six months. The return to circula- 
tion of such a large sum as is represented 
by the wages of eleven thousand workers 
will mean a long-sought relief alike to 
business concerns and the families of the 
workers, 


THE RETURN TO WORK 


Supply services in the trade were badly 
hit, and the resumption of work will 
naturally mean a strong run on supplies. 
A member of the Federation of Employers 
told an Irish Times reporter, in reply to 
a suggestion that supplies would be 
affected by a sudden rush of demand, 
that he had no doubt there would be a 
sudden drain ; but no difficulty was antici- 
pated, and supplies probably would find 
their normal level in a few. days. 

The agreement will be signed by both 
parties in the Department of Industry 
and Commerce to-day, and work will be 
resumed on Thursday morning. 


MR. LEMASS THANKED 


In an agreed statement given to Tress 
representatives, following the formal con- 
ference at which the Minister was in- 
formed of the result of the ballot, it was 
stated that the Negotiating Committee on 
both sides “desire to pay personal and 
public ‘tribute to the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, 
chairmanship the fina] agreement was 
arrived at. The Minister has per- 
sonally presided at practically all the 
meetings between the two __ bodies, 
and has shown himself absolutely fair 
and impartial throughout. He has 
devoted an enormous amount of time and

-2ful suggestions.

The Constitution prescribes that there 
shall be a Second House in the Legislature, 
but beyond outlining its general features— 
thas it is to consist of 60 members, of 
whom eleven will be nominated by the 
President, six elected by the two Univer- 
sities, and the remaining 43 elected from 
panels formed on a vocational. basis—all 
the details are left to be supplied by 
legislation. It is the bill to do this which 
will occupy the attention of deputies 
during the coming weeks. The terms of 
this measure have been before the public 
for some time now, and it seems that the 
more they have heen examined the more 
Possibly the 
Government itself. is not convinced that 
they are the last word on the subject and 
mav be glad to have suggestions from any 
quarter. . 


THE PANELS 


The vital matter which will have to be 
faced is the formation of the panels on a 
vocational basis. The bill makes only a 
feeble attempt to do this, for the obvious 
reason that vocations are not organised 
to an extent which would enable even a 
moderately representative body to be 
elected by this means. The suggested 
scheme by which the panels are to filled 
is vague and unsatisfactory, and is incom- 
plete inasmuch as it is left to the Minister 
to make orders, the effect of which cannot 
be understood until the bill bas left the 
legislative arena and it is, therefore, 
impossible to correct them. 


he President’s speech on the second 
reading of this bill may supply much of 
the information whch is so far lacking; 
but if this is not forthcoming it will be 
the duty of the Opposition to make a big 
effort on the Committee stage to secure 
drastic alterations. A considerable 
amount of suspicion attaches to the pro; 
visions which give tie party in office an 
opportunity of making noriinations, and 
thus giving them special facilities for 
advancing the interests of their own 
supporters. If, as has been indicated, the 
intention is to get together a really 
efficient Second Chamber which will repre- 
sent as far as possible the various interests 
in the State, the Government will have 
no hesitation in acceptingfany reasonable 
alternatives that may be put forward. 
The Committee stage will afford oppor- 
tunity for putting forward suggestions, 
and consequently a Jarge batch of amend- 
ments may be expected. 


STANDARD OF LIVING

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TRINIDAD OILFIELD 
RIOTS 


LEADER SENT FOR TRIAL 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. - 
PORT OF SPAIN, Mondays 


After a dramatic preliminary hearing 
in the Magistrates Court, Uriah Butler, 
the Trinidad Oilfield strike leader, was 
to-day committed for trial at the Assizes 
on two charges of sedition and incitin 
the mob to kill. 

Butler surrendered to the police a week 
ago after remaining in hiding for three 
months. 

He appeared in court to-day wearing a 
beard and carrying a large Bible under 
his arm. He declared that he did not 
want counsel to defend him. 

Throughout the day he cross-examined . 
witnesses freely and reserved his defence 
on both charges. | 

A large crowd which gathered when 
Butler was taken back to jail after bail 
had been refused, was kept in check by 
the police. 

Rioting broke out in South Trinidad 
last June during a widespread strike 
by oilfield workerr. The disturbances 
followed an atteiapt to arrest Butler 
at a pubiie meeting, and an English 
police inspector and a local corporal 
were killed. A warrant for Butler’s 
arrest on a charge of incitement to 
murder was issued shortly afterwards. 


THE PRICE OF BREAD

night's meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
poration, that the Council “ approve 
aud support the claims of the officers and 
men of the Garda Siochana for restoration of 
their pay ‘cuts’ and other allowances.” She 
stated that in Northern Ireland the police- 
man on appointment was paid £3 10s. a week, 
whereas in the Free State a Guard on ap- 
pointment received £2 10s., a sum which they 
would not offer to the men who were clean- 
ing their streets. The Guard rose in ten 
ears to £3 18s. a week, and by increases of 
a week to £4, which he reached at the 
end of 21 years’ service. She referred to the 
high cost of living in the Free State as com. 
pared with Northern Ireland, and spoke of 
the withdrawal of the Guards’ boot allow- 
ance of ls. 6d. a week. | 

She understood, she said, that the condi- 
tions at the Civic Guard Depot were very 
little better than slum conditions, and that 
the men had to come into the city to get a 
bath. | 
Voice from the Gallery—What about the 
unemployed living on relief? 

Continuing, Mrs. Walsh said that it was 
a great tribute to the loyalty of the Guards 
that their moral had not broken down. | 

Dr. J. Hannigan seconded, and said tha 
the “cuts” in Guards’ wages had been im- 
posed during a period of abnormal economic 


depression. 
MOTION OPPOSED 


Mr. T. Breslin opposed the resoiution be- 
cause it applied to the whole of the Free 
State. They were, he said, over-policed, and 
in the country the police were the brass hats 
of the community. Farmers and shopkeepers 
did not earn anything hke the Guards, He 
said the Government had been justified in 
abolishing the boot allowance. The Guards 
could be paid better if they were fewer. He 
agreed that the Dublin Guards on point duty 
and night duty had long and severe hours, 
but the man in the country had very little to 
do, except to get fresh air-and good food. | 

Mrs, Walsh said there were less police iin 
the Free State than in any other country in 
Europe. | 

Mr. P Belton sugzested that the resolu- 
tion be amended to fix a rate of pay at the

BASQUE GOVERNMENT 
VISITING VALENCIA 


From ReEvter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Monday. 

Don Jose Antonio de Aguirre, ibident 
of the Basque Government, accompanied 
by members of his Cabinet, has left Paris 
on an official visit to Valencia. 

A statement issued by the Basque dele 

ation here says: ‘‘ The purpose of the 
áis Government's visit is to re-affirm 
the adherence of the autonomous Basgue 
people to the democratic principles for 
which they, side by side with the Spanish 
Republic, have been fighting, 

“The Basque Government, although 
now in enforced exile, is actively engaged 
in measures to preserve the spiritual and 
democratic principles which have been the 
basis of Basque culture, and will shortly 
make a call to all peoples, particularly 
those of the Christian faith, so that they 
may know the truth and find further 
reason for ranging themseves with those 
of us who are fighting the dark forces of 
dictatorship and violence.’’ 


THE WAY TO PEACE 


The statement adds: ‘‘The Basque 
Government has been approached from a 
number of quarters by those with the 
same ideals and the same democratic in- 
centive, and it is confidently believed that 
as a result a congress will shortly be 
called to form an international alliance 
of Christian democracy to establish the 
true way to peace. 

“ Meanwhile the Basque Government, 
though denied the right of continuing its 
constructive work at home, is guarding 
the interests of the 200,000 Basque 
refugees, who in their exile represent our 
country’s continued protest against the 
tyranny of Fascism, imposed by Franco 
with Italian and German aid. 

“A further activity to which the 
Government attaches greatest importance 
is the cultural development of the 25,000 
children now in other countries whose 
parents do not wish them to be educated 
under a system of violence and oppression. 
_ “In these ways the Basque Government 
is serving its countrymen, and will 
continue to do so until the time comes 
when, as is hoped by an immense 
majority of the Basque people, the 
Government may return to Euzkadi to 
continue in the constructive work which 
was stopped only by the extremities of 
war.

ITALIAN ATTITUDE 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


ROME, Monday. 

It is considered probable here that when 
the Italian Government replies to the 
Anglo-French invitation to a three-Power 
discussion on Spain, a demand will be put 
forward for the extension of the invitation 
to Germany. 

The Geneva Correspondent of 
Giornale d'Italia writes: —‘“‘ For 
Powers in the habit of seeking their suc- 
cesses at Geneva, and who regarded this 
resolution as a shaft aimed at the absent 
Italy, there is no doubt that Saturday's 
event was a crushing set-back.

The formation of such a body, even 
in the city and county of Dublin, should not 
be impossible, A few public-minded citizens 
cculd start the ball rolling by calling a public 
meeting, and thus -initiating a movement in 
which the voice of the people would not be a 
mere whisper in the babel around us.—

There 
will be vacancies for about fifteen girls in 
this college in 1938. 

The regulations reserving places for candi- 
dates from the Fior-Ghaeltacht and Gaeltacht 
areas have little to do with this college, as 
there are very few Protestants in those areas, 
and we very seldom have candidates from 
them. Our students are admitted on order 
of merit in the entrance examination. We 
seldom, indeed, have sufficient successful 
candidates to fill the vacancies. It is to be 
regretted that the existence of the college is 
not. more widely known among the Protestant 
laity, and that they do not avail themselves 
more of this opportunity of preparing their 
daughters for teaching at very little expense.

The Capetown Castle 
is intended for the company's express mail 
and passenger service to South Africa and 
will make the 6,000-mile journey to the Cape 
within fourteen days. 


DIMENSIONS 


The Capetown Castle is a twia-screw motor 
vessel, built under Board of Trade and

The main 
ruutes have a width of 78 feet, divided into 
two roadways, 25 feet wide, and separated 
by a 16it. strip, which will be planted with a 
hedge. A 6ft, grass verge edges the road on 
either side.

In the drafting of plans great weight is 
given to adapting not only the continuity of 
the road, but also the character of the neces- 
sary bridges and causeways, to the land- 
scape, All surveyors are assisted by land- 
scape experts, who are responsible for plan- 
ning the course of the road to suit the 
surrounding scenery and vegetation. 

Of the 120,000 workmen who were directly 
engaged in the construction work up to the 
close of the year 1935, 20,000 had to be housed 
in special quarters, owing to the remoteness 
of the spot where they were working. 
Barracks were, therefore, built to accom- 
modate these men, after a model developed 
by the voluntary ‘“‘ Labour Service ’”’ 
organisation, The maintenance of these 
workers’ camps also makes it possible to 
relieve the large cities of an additional 
burden, in view of the unemployment situa- 
tfon. 3 

The construction of the Reich motor roads, 
by altering the course of overland traffic, will 
have marked effect on the already existing 
network of highways. Some hitherto im- 
portant thoroughfares will suffer, while 
others will again benefit by reason of the 
new roads. The fact that the Inspector- 
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portant arteries in the general net-work, are 
to be administered by the Reich Government, 
State highways class I. to fall under the. 
jurisdiction of the State or province in which 
they lie, and State highways class IL, being 
of little importance in national traffic, to be 
under the authority of the provincial districts 
(kreis) or the townships. 

The administration of the Reich and 
Class I. highways will be carried on by the 
States and Prussian Provinces, but under the 
orders and supervision of the Inspector- 
General. Class IT. highways will also in all 
probability be assigned ‘to the Highway 
Administrations of the States and Provinces, 
so that practically there will be but one 
controlling administration for all three classes 
of highway. 

Hand in hand with the construction of the 
Reich motor roads goes the development and 
improvement of the general road systems 
throughout the country. For the net-work of 
motor roads cannot perform its economic or 
transportation functions fully, unless it 
maintains the closest connections with the 
remaining net-work of national highways. 
For this general highway improvement the 
Reich Government has -appropriated very 
considerable sums, and nearly 150,000 work- 
men are earning a living, either directly or 
indirectly, from this ‘source. 

For the further extension of: international 
overland traffic, the net-work of the Reich 
motor highways, situated as it is in the very 
heart of Europe, will prove to be of the 
greatset significance, The expectation that 
other countries would find ways of connect- 
ing up their highway systems with the Reich 
motor highways has been realised. A 
number of neighbouring countries are arrang- 
ing for frontier connecting points, so that. 
in the end, Germany’s initiative will have 
rendered valuable service to the rest of 
Europe.

The division between the trade unions and 
the constituency parties over the Labour 
Party Executiveis proposed changes in the 
constitution led to some bitter speeches and a 
surprise decision at the annual conference at 
Bournemouth yesterday.

The, Executive's proposals were :— 

That’ the membership of the Executive 
should be increased from 23 to 25 by extend- 
ing the number of representatives of 
constituency Labour parties from 5 to 7. ‘The 
voting on this was—for, 1,408,000; against, 
1,134,000. Majority—Z74,000. 

That the constituency Labour parties should 
elect their own representatives to the National 
Executive, and the trade union section their 
own representatives, leaving the women's 
section still to be elected by the whole 
conference. This was carried by 1.814,000 for, 
against 658,000. Majority—1,156,000. 

A proposal made by the Executive that the 
annuai conference should be held at 
Whitsuntide was also carried; but their pro- 
posal to allow affiliated constituency parties 
to be represented at the annual conference by 
proxy delegates was dropped, and no division 
was taken. 

The conference also agreed, by a large 
majority, to a proposal to omit the repre- 
sentative of the League of Youth from the 
Executive.

A cycle dealer, who pleaded not guilty to 
assaulting a policeman, was rinnaided on bail 
until October 13. It was stated that the 

liceman was in hospital with a suspected 
racture of the skull.

SUGGESTED MEANS OF 
POPULARISING IT 
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Girls are reluctant to enter domestic service 
because they are not so likely to obtem a 
husband, is an opinion expressed by the 
Domestic Service inquiry Committee of the 
Women’s Liberal Podarskicn in a report for 
ae at the Federation’s Margate Con- 
erence on October 12 and 13. 

“The work is lonely,” states the report in 
giving some reasons for the reluctance of girls 
to enter domestic service. ‘‘ Girls feel that 
their chances of marriage and friendship are 
less in domestic service than in factories and 
shops, where they work with others and have 
access to clubs, sports, etc.” 

Other reasons giyen in the report are:— 
Domestic service 1s “looked down on, hours 
of work are uncertain and meal times inter- 
rupted, in “bad places”’ girls do not have 
fixed half-days or fixed free time daily, thus 
making it difficult to join social activities. 

There is no standard contract, and untrained 
girls can often earn as much as trained 
domestic workers. ‘‘Some grievances and 
difficulties can be met by legislation. Others 
only by educating both mistresses and maids 
to create good relationship,’’ adds the report. 

Among the recommendations are :— 

Facilities for domestic training in schools 
and training centres should be developed. 
Domestic service should be recognised as 
skilled Jabour. 

Voluntary committees of mistresses and 
maids should be set up in connection with 
the local unemplo me exchanges to draw 
up model standard contracts based on locai 
conditions. These contracts to apply to 
wages, hours, holidays, free time, etc, 

Legislation to prevent abuses of domestic 
employment agencies, 

hat, instead of bringing domestic servants 
under the Unemployment Insurance Act, 
legislation for a special insurance scheme 
should be introduced, providing for pensions 
at 50 to 55, with an alternative of a dowry 
on marriage. 

This was recommended by the report to the 
Ministry of Labour in 1923 by the Committee 
appointed to inquire into the supply of f 
domestic servants.

LINES THAT OFFENDED 


FOREIGNERS REMOVED 


As a contribution to world peace Broad- 
stairs Council have decided to efface, after 
twenty-one years, Kipling’s “Lest We 
Forget '' Jines on a Lusitania raft on the pier. 

Many people have written to the Council 
protesting against the words on the ground 
that they gave offence to foreign visitors, and 
recently a man was fined for defacing them 
with paint.
